From whetc w e ail, the fight for the Pteaidrncy next y ear 
seems to be narrowing down to a three-way battle. 
Three factions are in the race, each of them so powerful that 
all other hopefuls are being left by the wayside. 
Firm to be mentioned is President Truman, who. for our 
money, has never really, had any doubts about his intention to 
run for another term. Second is Senator Taft, who is far out in 
front of all regular Republican Party possibilities. Third is a man 
who is neither Democrat nor Republican, but whose friends would 
like to see him have either or both of the party nominations— 
General Lisenhower. 
Consider the political strength behind each of these. 
President Truman is the darling of the Pcndergast gang 
and the white hope of considerably more than two million per­ 
sona who are on Uncle Sam'a payroll. Cronies and bureaucrats, 
what they have their eyes on is the vagt governmental spending, 
which probably will run to between two billion and three billion 
dollars in the next four years. 
In addition to all the Federal jobs, some of which are very 
swanky jobs indeed, and excellent "bait*' for trapping the greedy 
among their political opponents, this group has access to all the 
cash in the U. S. Treasury, has jurisdiction over all puhlic con­ 
tracts and much private business, and can set the atmosphere and 
background in which the campaign is to be conducted. 
It would be ingenuous indeed to figure them to be a push­ 
over. Unpopular as he is. and at the depths of his standing with 
the public. President Truman still is going to make a powerful 
candidate. 
On the Republican side, it is beginning to become obvious 
that the friends of Senator Taft this year have been doing what 
they did with the Ohio campaign last year— set out seriously and 
intelligently to prepare for the convention ahead of time by 
intensive organisational work and other spadework. 
How many delegates are already sewed up for Taft no one 
knows but his braintrasters, and they aren't telling. That the Taft 
organisation is far more widespread than had been assumed 
earlier was demonstrated when the Philadelphia committee trying 
to bring the Republican convention to the City of Brotherly Love 
ran foul of the Taft machine, and were blitsed by the Chicago 
supporters before they quite knew what had happened. 
The number of those who speak of Taft as a "poor campaign­ 
er" has dwindled since his sensational victory in Ohio last year,

l f SAMY CllVtUNO MYI HS, Ph.D. 
to many parents who! 
have a child from two to four or I 
flue suppose he Is shout the worst I 
child that ever lived. He may have I 
so outwitted his parents ss tog 
keep no account of their forbid-1 
dings while they go on helplessly! 
saying "No" or "Don’t" more snd| 
mort. When they request him to] 
do something he refuses and they 
Immediately turn the request to 
a command so that to his mind 
all requests are camouflaged com­ 
mands. Even where they utter a 
statement of an obvious fact the 
youngster will say It Isn’t so. If. 
for example, they say the sun Is 
shining, he will say It Is not. Of 
an only child the mother writes: 
“Dear Dr. Myers; Our daughter, 
age SH. touches everything she 
shouldn’t and contradicts us in 
everything we say. lf It Is raining 
and we tell her so, up comes. ’It 
isn't raining!' 
Another Cry 
“At night, when put to bed and 
the light la put out, she fakes 
another cry. She has always slept 
In the dark and mad# no fuss 
until recently. 
“Before she picfcs up her toys 
In her room, a spanking Is nec­ 
essary." 
My reply In part: This young­ 
ster has outsmarted you parents. 
She knows she has you baffled 
and this knowledge gives her 
great satisfaction.

Quietly announce to her a Sew 
minutes before bedtime that she 
will shortly go to bed and when 
that time comes just pick her up 
and take her to bed. On the way 
to bed use your best skills to 
divert her attention and thus re­ 
duce her resistance. Leave a dim 
light on outside her bedroom and 
the door ajar. Now and then 
walk by her door or even into her 
room occasionally as lf on an 
errand, to make sure she Is not 
disturbed by fear. 
Put Away Sleeks 
Don't expect a child so young 
to pick up and put away her 
blocks. Help her to make it an 
enjoyable experience. Following 
this achievement, you might read 
her one or more of her favorite 
stories. 
Agree, you and Dad. on one or 
two things she must never do: 
things dangerous to her or things 
she will greatly endanger. Choose 
only those you can see her do 
with your own eyes without ex­ 
ception. Then when she does 
these few things the parent near­ 
est to her should smack hat 
briskly on her bare fat thigh. 
Observe the rules of Immediacy 
and no exception. As soon aa she 
will stay where put, abandon 
spanking and substitute for It 
her having to alt In a chair for 
20 minutes. 
Cuddle her often when she la 
good, listen to what she has to 
say, answer all her questions 
kindly and have good times with 
her. Warmly and smillnflly ap­ 
prove her good traits and dseda. 
Try to say No aa seldom aa pos­ 
sible but don't repeat a nom wand. 
Try to relax and be poked your­ 
selves. That will help.

done more to humanize him, with a single tagline, than ever 
happened before.

At any event, many recent development® have been knock­ 
ing off his potential Republican rivals, and leaving him farther 
and farther in front. Among the interesting details about Taft is 
that he has been more successful than any other recent Repub­ 
lican in winning friends in the South. If he has the popularity 
below the Mpson-Dixon line to bring over the Dixiecrats to vote 
for him, it might prove to be the decisive factor, especially if the 
returns otherwise followed the pattern of the 1948 election. 
The Eisenhower boom moves along rapidly. One step in it 
took place this week, with a tremendous "puff" for the General 
in the Luce-owned Life magazine, which was promoted with full­ 
page advertisements in the metropolitan dailies. There are con­ 
stant rumors of some sort of a big ‘ coup" planned by General 
Eisenhower for around Thanksgiving Day, which will make it 
clear to all Americans that he is in the race and is in earnest 
about it. 
Some of the other rumors which are going the rounda are 
disquieting, and indicate that the General better get hack to the 
home front and take a look at what gives, before he it ruined by 
tis friends. 
There is the most appalling tendency on the part of writers 
and commentators to assume that the pro-Eisenhower group has 
seen going the rounds promising out cabinet jobs and other 
major concessions, in return for promises of support. 
For instance, there is a story in circulation that Governor 
Dewey threw his support to Eisenhower on the strength of a 
promise of getting hit choice between being Secretary of State 
and of taking the "elder-statesman" position of the late Senator 
Vandenberg, official head of the bi-partiaan movement at the 
national capitol. 
For that matter, several other rumors are also going the 
rounds concerning Governor Dewey. One of these had him 
about to he ngmed by President Truman as successor to Dean 
Acheson. Of course the background of these rumors lies in two 
much speculated upon facta— first, that Dewey has never fully 
recovered from the unfortunate Henley episode, and second, 
that Dewey came out for Truman and against MacArthur at a 
moment when this was especially good news to the president. 
Rumors of Eisenhower deals involve many other names. 
To name one example out of many. Columnist George E. Sok- 
olsky (Page IO, Philadelphia Inquirer, July 12) indicates that 
he considers it finished business that Harold E. St a ss* n already 
ia down for a cabinet job or the equivalent, when and if Eisen­ 
hower gets elected. 
As hinted above, the great name and wealth behind the 
Eisenhower boom is that of Publisher Luce, of the Time, Life, 
Fortune, etc., string of magazines. Mr. Luce has been dabbling 
with this king-maker business for several years, trying to hand­ 
pick a President, and it looks as though he now figures he has 
found a winner. 
According to the New York Times, whose orbit often inter­ 
links with that of the Luce chain, the Eisenhower boom is in the 
hands of ihree men. two of whom happen to he a Pennsylvanian. 
One is former Governor and now Senator James H. Duff, w hom 
the Times (page I 7, July 12) describes as a sort of chief of staff. 
The other Pennsylvanian is Philadelphia’s Congressman Hugh 
D. Scott, Jr.. who was Republican National Chairman by atlee - 
Mr. and Mrs. Arthur ('ollinson, 
|jon Qf Gov. .Dewey when Republican nominee for president. 
Trenton, N. 
J., were Wednesday j-p |e 
third front man for the Eisenhower boom is Harry Darby, a 
Kansas cattle millionaire and personal friend of the absent 
general. 
Why it is that General Eisenhower, who seems on the face 
of it to have received honors and acclaim enough already for one 
lifetime, should wish to jeopardize his standing with the Amer­ 
ican people for the possibility of becoming president, especially 
when his interest in politics is so trivial that he never has decided 
whether he is Republican or Democratic in his opinions, is one 
of those teasing questions nobody can answer. 
One would have thought that he -would have profited by 
the tragic example of another graft war figure. Admiral Dewey, 
"hero of Manila Bay," whose later life was ruined by the cold­ 
blooded way in which the anti-Bryan bloc of Democrats used 
him in trying to cut down Bryan’* drive for re-nomination in 
1900. 
General Eisenhower has described himself, on several occa­ 
sions, as being a babe in arms so far as politics is concerned, and 
it may be that he is in the process of proving it. 
At any event, there is no question that a mighty propaganda 
machine is pushing him into the race. His position at the moment 
is perilously close to being that of the stalking horse for a stop- 
Taft drive, and if he begins making progress enough to endanger 
Mr. Truman, you can bet your bottom dollar he will he "tended 
to" just as unceremoniously as General MacArthur was. More­ 
over, if he ducks both those perils, there is the further possibility 
that some of the Southern anti-Trumanites may seek to use him 
or their "stop-Trumen" maneuvers. 
There you have the three giants who are girding their loins 
to fight it out in what may prove to be the century's biggest polit­ 
ical free-for-all— Truman. Taft and Eisenhower.
